‘au jn his Creation every degree of Life, every Ca- 
¥spacity of Being. The whole Chafm in Natare, from 
n, is filled up with diverfe Kinds of 
Creatures, ‘rifing one over nother, ‘by fuch a gea- 
tle and eafig Afcent, that the little Prantitions and 
Deviations from one Speciesto amdther; are almoft 
infenfible: This intermediate Space is fo well haf- 
banded and managed, that there is fcarce a degree 
of Perception which does not sppear-in fome one 
art of the World of Life. Is the Goodnefs, or 
ifd4om of the Divine Being, more manifefted 

in this his Proceeding? . - 
There is a Cunfequence, befides thofe I have 


alrcady mentioned, which feeme wary natu-.. 
rally deted le from the foregding Confiderati- ~ 


ons. If the Scale of Being rifes by fuch a regular 
Progrefs, fo high as Man, we may by a Parity of Rea- 
fon fuppofe that it ftill proceeds gradually through 
thofe Beings which are ‘of a Superior Nature to 
him, fince there is an infinitely greater Space and 
Room for different Degrees of Perfection, between 
the Supreme Being and Man, thin between Man 
and the moft defpicable Infe&. This Confequence 
of fo great a Variety of Beings which are fuperi- 
or to us, from that Variety which is inferior to us, 
is made by Mr. Lock, in a Paffage which I fhall 
here fet down, after having premifed, that notwith- 
ftanding there is-fach infinitéroom between Man 
and his Maker for the Creative-Power to exert it 
felf in, ‘it is impoffidle-that it. hould-ever be filled 
up, fince there will be ftill aninfinite Gap or Dié 
flance between the higheft created Being, and the 
Power which prodaced him. 
That there foruld be more Species of intelligent 
Creatures above ui,tban there are of fenfible and ma- 
terial below ws, is probable to me from hence, That 
it all the viffdie corporeal World, we fee no Chafms, 
or ne Gaps, All quite down from us, the defcent is 
by eafie fteps, and a cotinned feries of things, that 
in each remove, differ very little one from the other, 
‘There art Fifhes that have Wings, and are not Stran- 
gers to she airy Region: and there are fume Birds, 
that are Inbabitants of the Water; whofe Blood is 
cold as Fifbes, and their pad fo like in tafte, that 
the ferupuluns ure allowed them on Fifo-days, There 
are Animals fo near of kin both to Birds and hah 
that they are in the middle between both: Ampbi- 
eious Animals link the Terreftrial and Aquatigue to- 
gether ; Seals bige ut Land and at Sea, and Porpoifes 
vave the warteBlood and Entrails of a Hog, not to 
_ mneution twhat is confidently reported of Mermaids, or 
Sea-mex, There‘ are fome Brutes, that feem to bave 
as. much Knowledge and Reafon, as fome that are 
called Men; and the Animal and Vegetable King- 
Homs' are fo mearly' joyn'd, that if you will take t 
doweft of one, and the bighe/t of the ‘other, there will 
frarce be perceived any great difference between them;

And when we 
coufider she infinite Power and Wifdor of the Maker;
